Featured crea- 
tures in this entertaining and educational 
film will give you new insight into your own 
backyard biology studies. Our February 
meetings will be of interest to young scien- 
tists, gardeners, campers and bug buffs in 
general. 


Larson, a retired teacher of more than 35 
years, has presented slide shows and films 
to many group organizations including the 
Audubon Society, American Ornithology 
Union at Berkeley, garden clubs and other 
institutions. Larson also served as a sea- 
sonal naturalist for the Department of 
Recreation, Beaches and Parks, spending 
six summers in coastal parks. He also 
spent a summer working at Lassen National 
Forest and one at Shoshone National 
Forest in Wyoming.

ECLIPSE WATCHERS UNITE! 


On Monday, February 26, Americans and 
Canadians will witness the last total solar 
eclipse visible from North America until the 
year 2017. Join the thousands who have 
taken up eclipse chasing and prepare your- 
self for this exciting morning event by stop- 
ping by the Morrison Planetarium for a 
slide-illustrated lecture on eclipses, to be 
held at 12 and 2:30 p.m. Saturday, February 
10 with Lee Simon, and at 12 noon Satur- 
day, February 24 with Bing Quock, in the 
Morrison Auditorium. The lecturers, both 
members of the Planetarium staff, will talk 
about what an eclipse is, how to view one 
and where to go to see this eclipse. A 
question and answer period will follow. 


Also on the agenda is a free special eclipse 
show at 3:30 p.m., Monday, February 26, 
the big day, in the Morrison Planetarium! 


Cold-blooded Vertebrates: Their Care and 
Maintenance 

February 20-April 10 (eight Tuesdays) 
7:00-9:30 p.m. 

For those wishing to set-up an aquarium or 
terrarium of their own, this course will ex- 
amine the types of equipment available to 
the hobbyist as well as their use for the 
essential purpose of proper environmental 
control. We will learn how to develop and 
provide the necessary habitat, including 
different foods and feeding requirements. 
Also, basic information will be given for 
disease diagnosis and treatment of fishes, 
reptiles and amphibians. Special emphasis 
will be given to the needs of freshwater and 
marine fishes and invertebrates. Taught by 
Al Castro, Aquarist for the Steinhart Aquar- 
ium. $30 members, $40 non-members.
